The Sierra Madre Li¬ 
brary renovations, a mas¬ 
sive improvement project 
with four focal points and 
numerous funding 
sources, is “on schedule 
and under budget so far,” 
according to Director of 
Library Services Toni 
Buckner. 

The renovations have 
been in progress since the 
end of September. The li¬ 
brary will close on No¬ 
vember 25th, and reopen 
on Wednesday, December 
18th. 

The first area of renova¬ 
tions is remodeling, which 
was paid for by money 
from the Friends of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Library, as 
well as Community Devel¬ 
opment Block Grants. This • 
remodeling will bring the 
library into compliance 
with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. ' 

The Friends of the Li¬ 
brary also came up with 
the money for the refur¬ 
nishing project. The refur¬ 
nishing is going to be 
prevalent throughout the 
Children’s Room, with 
new desks, a reference 
desk, and new shelving. , 

The City’s General' 
Fund is the source of 
money for recarpeting and 
asbestos abatement, which- 
is why the Libaray will be 
closed for the 3 1/2 week 
period mentioned earlier, 
as children’s room equip¬ 
ment is being packed in 
preparation for the abate¬ 
ment.

moments, the engine would start and al¬ 
low me to travel about a mile before, stop¬ 
ping again. Finally, I let it sit for a few 
hours and then it ran fine after that. A me¬ 
chanic said something was wrong with 
the fuel pump. If so, what is with the noise 
in the right rear? - B.K. 

Answer: Your Jetta has two fuel 
pumps. One is in the fuel tank. The other 
pump provides proper pressure for the 
fuel system and is located underneath the 
car in the right rear near the suspension. 
This pump could be wearing out or not 
receiving enough fuel from the first pump 
in the tank. Either case could cause the 
noise you heard. Another possiblity is that 
the intake to one of the pumps could be 
blocked.

sional victim, trading bits 
of costume to reveal over¬ 
looked bits of evidence, 
and a few romantic myths. 
(Research reveals that the 
orchestra played dance 
music, not hymns, as the 
ship went down.) 

Whether any of this is 
new depends on the depth 
of ones own interest. There 
are, after all, dozens of 
books about the Titanic, 
but the characters are well 
and succinctly drawn and 
brought to vivid life with 
the help of period photo¬ 
graphs. With experienced 
director Allan Hunt’s 
smooth direction, it makes 
an absorbing evening.

School Board Meeting Board 
Clarifies Policies

During the AUSD Governing Board meeting of Tues., Nov. 12, the 
Board approved Resolution #857, which authorized the district to enter 
into a ground lease for installation of a wireless communication on prop¬ 
erty that represented surplus real property. 

They also unanimously approved Resolution #858, which declares Nov. 
21 as the “Great American Smokeout” day. Programs and assemblies will 
take place at various Arcadia school sites to promote the health benefits 
of not smoking. This is a national program, which the AUSD Governing 
Board heartily supports. 

Superintendent Dr. Terry Towner presented three Board Policies for re¬ 
vision: 1000 - Community Relations; 1020 - Youth Services; and 112- 
Media Relations. In revising these Board Policies, Dr. Towner felt that the 
three objectives of board policies were met: specific intent of action, clar¬ 
ity of language and currency of statutory law. 

B.P. 1000 states that the Governing Board’s desire to represent the com¬ 
munity and to provide leadership in addressing community issues related 
to education. The Board will establish effective two-way communication 
systems between schools and the community. 

B.P. 1020 emphasizes collaboration with community organizations to 
meet the needs of children, recognizing that our future depends on their 
becoming productive and literate citizens. 

B.P. 1112 requires media personnel to route inquiries to the Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools or a designee, as well as registering on campus while 
covering events and stories. They must also comply with other conditions, 
such as making prior arrangements with on-site principals to interview or 
photograph students on campus. 

And finally, during the comments of Board Members, Mary Dougherty 
discussed the recent rulings of Proposition 209 and how it might affect 
personnel policies. Further discussion of this matter will take place as an 
agenda item in February.
